The U. S. 
delegates, source* 
added, has not decided how it w.ll 
Vote after the issue has been de­ 
bated. 
Both France and Britain oppose 
putting the Tunisian and Moroccan 
questions 
on

agenda.

French also have voiced strom: 
irritation over the U. S. attiturii 
on colonial questions.

Allies Hit 
Chinese With 
Heavy Attack

SEOUL 
—Allied infantry men 
lashed out today with their heav­ 
iest ground attack in nearly a 
y ear and grabbed portions of two 
Chinese-held hills on the Central 
Korean Front. 
The attacking troops, backed by 
heavy 
tank 
and 
artillery 
fire, 
krocked the Reds off two knobs of 
Triangle 11 ill, north of Kumhwa. 
Two miles to tho cast they swept 
over a portion of “ Sr» i|M*r Ridge.’ 
Both hills are about 1,500 loot 
high. 
The initial charge carried the at­ 
tack force to the crest of Triangle, 
but the Chinese regrouped and re­ 
gained the crest. 
After try ing to scramble back up 
the sharp shale-covered slope, the 
U. N. soldiers abandoned their 
frontal attack. They began work­ 
ing their way across the nearby 
hill saddle for a thrust from the 
east. 
A frontline officer said the Tri­ 
angle is ‘‘a very difficult hill to 
climb, let alone assault.” 
An estimated Chinese battalion 
held the crest of Triangle and roll­ 
ed hand grenades and rocks down 
the slope. Front rojHirts said Red 
resistance on Sniper Ridge wa. 
considerably lighter.
